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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-2, 4-8, and 10-12 are allowed over the art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The art of does not disclose, nor would it be obvious to modify the art of record 
so as to include the limitations, in combination with other limitations, a Core 
Based Tree (CBT) for a CBT-based overlay multicast system, wherein calculating 
the direction comprises using internal and external angles and a height of a 
triangle having respective distances between the core node and two arbitrary 
nodes adjacent to the core as respective sides of triangle.
